sociate Justice Pierce Butler of 
the Supreme Court died today. 


The 73-year-old justice entered 


a hospital for treatment of blail- 
dcr trouble last summer, and with 
(lie exception of two weeks when 
he w;is able to return to his home, 
he had remained there since. 


His death meant that President 


Roosevelt's appointees would 
be 


in the majority on the court. Mr. 
Roosevelt has named four of those 
on the nine-man tribunal. 


Butler was a Democrat, but of- 


ficials of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration had termed him one 
of 


the two "conservative" members 
of the court, the other being Jus- 
tice James C. McReynolds. 


Although Butler was the third 


oldest of the justices—Chief Jus- 
tice Charles Evans Hughes, like 
McReynolds, is 77—he had been 
reported in robust health during 
the term of court which ended 
last June. 


Butler ranked next to McRey- 


nolds as the tribunal's leading dis- 
senter. 


Major Decisions 


Major decisions to which But- 


ler dissented last term included 
rulings holding constitutional the 
1938 agricultural adjustment act. 
holding that a group of private 
power companies could not attack 
the constitutionality of the Ten- 
nessee Valley authority power pro- 
gram, and that a state may im- 
pose an income tax on salary re- 
ceived by federal employes. 


Butler was the only Catholic 


on the court.

' is a good idea also to look for hot parts of 
the heater or pipes that may be charring 
burnable materials nearby. Unless there is 
sufficient clearance for safety, the inflamma- 
ble material should be protected by asbestos 
and sheet metal separated by air space. 


Another point to keep in mind is never lo 


force a fire. Also remember such simple pre- 
cautions as placing hot ashes in metal con- 
tainers and keeping any papers left in the 
cellar at a safe distance from the furnace. 


It is not loo late to declare "open season" 


on heating plant fires. Here's hoping all fire 
hunters get their limit this winter.

To Continue WPA Project 


Wooditock, Nov. 16.—Effort is 


under way here this we«k to se- 
cure local support for the federal 
art project which has been threat- 
ened with extinction since last 
summer. 


A circular distributed by some 


of the artist members of the pro- 
ject and their friends points out 
that "the loctl project not only is 
not running smoothly but it is in 
an extremely precarious position." 


Of the more than 20 persons 


who were laid off on or before 
August 31, the circular points out, 
"only one has been re-employed." 
This, the artists explain, was be- 
cause of the 18-month clause in 
the work relief bill. 


Artists who are working for 


continuance 
of the project, also 


point out that "if the project^ 
completely discontinued, approxi- 
mately $2,500 per month is no 
longer spent in the community. It 
further mean* that many deserv- 
ing artists are faced with eviction, 
bills, 
undernourishment and re- 


sultant poor health. It also means 
that a severe strain will be put 
upon the local Home relief funds." 


The temporary art project com- 


mittee also has issued the state- 
ment that "we feel it absolutely 
necessary if the project is to con- 
tinue and the dismissed artists re- 
employed that the following be ac- 
complished : 


"Sponsorship, local support and 


a local advisory committee to spur 


a local art program in all its 
phases. 


"A local supervisor to direct a 
sound and constructive program. 
We suggest that Judson Smith be 
considered for the petition. 
"The art caravan which we be- 
lieve is necessary for a completely 
functioning program, a means of 
getting sponsors, etc. We suggest 
that Kaj Klitgaard be considered 
to supervise the activities of the 
art caravan."

2. THE PREPARATION:

move all pinfeathers and singe off

ic entrails have been removed. 


Thoroughly scrub both the inside 
and outside of the turkey. Rinse 
by letting cold water run through. 
Wipe very dry both inside and out. 
sprinkle inside with salt, then 
Stuff 


Wash the giblets and see that 


tllicre arc no green spots on the 
[]i\cr as they would give a very 
bitter taste to the gravy. Simmer 


[the giblets in salted water until 
[tender, probably V/s hours. The 
chopped giblets and the giblet 
stock are ready for the gravy. Re- 
Imember that to many people gib- 
llet gravy is to turkey what cheese 
Iis to apple pie. 


3 THE STUFFING: A generous 


Icupful per pound of turkey is the 
I average amount of stuffing re-

(stuffing like prune nut, wild rice or 
I mushroom. Better make up some

extra and bake it 30 minutes in a 
casserole. There always is a call 
for "more stuffing!" 


Lightly fill the cavities with the 


stuffing. Never pack it in, for when 
cooked it will be soggy and heavy. 
Sew the cuts with thread or 
skewer in place. Press the wings 
over the back and the legs' close 
to the body. Fasten with skewers 
or a cord. This trussing keeps the 
turkey compact, which helps hold 
in the flavor and moisture and 
makes carving easier. Remove all 
cords when the fowl is served. 


4. THE COOKING: Rub 
the 


outside of the bird with salt mixed 
with butter. Place the turkey, 
breast side down, on a rack in a 
arge open roasting pan. An old 
:urkey will need a cover so that 
:he steam will help make it ten- 
der. Roast in a moderate or mod- 
erately slow oven, shout 300 de- 
jrees. This even, slow cooking 
ceeps in the full flavor and juices 
and gives a delicious crusty (not 
iard) skin. Baste every 15 min- 
utes with V2 cup butter mixed 
with 1% cups hot water. When this 
is used up, baste with the drip- 
)ings in the roasting pan. Careful- 
y turn the bird on its back dur- 
ng the last hour of roasting. A 
!-to-9-pound bird requires about 


three hours to cook, 9-to-14 about 
4 hours and a larger one from 5 to 
7 hours. 


If the fowl gets a little brown 


before it is done, cover with a 
cloth rinsed out of hot water 
Baste right through the cloth. To 
test whether the turkey is done 
stick a skewer between the leg 
and the breast and also in the 
thickest part of the breast. IE the 
juice comes out clear and not red: 
the turkey is done.

New York, Nov. 16—Poiuon gas 


warfare lias a new weapon ready 
for the battlefield. 


It is the chemical tank, a suuat, 


speedy, steel-skinned 
caterpillar, 


whose insides, instead of guns arc 
mostly poison liquids and Rases. 


This tank is described by Lt. 


Col. August in M. Prentiss. U. S. A., 
chemical warfare service, as one 
of the most formidable methods of 
attack yet devised. He is one of 
the great authorities on gas war- 
fare. 


"Chemical 
tanks 
have 
the 


power," lie writes in the chemical 
warfare bulletin, "to suddenly re- 
lease enormous concentrations of 
non-perislenl lethal gas in such 
strength 
as 
to readily 
break 


through any military gas mask." 


The non-persistent 
cases 
are 


those which float in the air, and 
poison the lungs. Their potency as 
weapons was greatly reduced by 
gas masks in Ihr World War. 


But the chemical tanks may 


prove so effective, says Col. Pren- 
tiss, that^an entirely new type of 
gas mask" will be needed for pro- 
tection. 
This mask would shut, 


out all outside air and keep its I 
wearer alive by breathing oxygen j 
stored inside the mask. 


A single tank, he explains, car- 


rying 1,000 pounds of phosgene can 
cover in one mission an area down- 
wind 500 yards Jong and 100 yards 
wide. For an additional 500 yards, 
or a total of nearly two-thirds of 
a mile, the concentration of this 
gas will be sufficiently deadly to j 
cause serious casualties.

In Fight on Influenza 


The possibility that medical sci- j 


cncc at last has found a method ol j 
conquering influenza has been dis- j 
closed by the U. S. public hcaltl- 
scrvicc.

The new "miracle drug" called 


sulfapyridine, already widely used 
in treating pneumonia, may come to 
be used as a preventive of the flu, 
according to Miss Margaret Pitt- 
man, associate bacteriologist at the 
National Institute of health. 


An eight-months old baby gave the 


clue to the sulfapyridine method of 
controlling the disease, said Miss 
Pittman in her report. The infant 
developed an Inflammation of the 
eyes and ears and pneumonia. In 
addition to pneumonia germs, he 
had a heavy infection of the flu 
germs in his lungs, throat, eyes and 
ears. 


Dr. J. H. McLcod, of Washing- 


ton, who reported the case, adminis- 
tered sulfapyridine immediately. 


"Within 24 hours the child showed 


marked improvement, followed by a 
rapid and uneventful recovery," 
Miss Pittman said. 


Such success led institute scien- 


tists to begin immediate experi- 
ments on mice. Their results were 
summarized in these statements: 


1—Sulfapyridine was effective in 


protecting mice against experiment- 
al infections of none-type-specific 
hemophilus influenzac (the bacteria 
which causes influenza). 


2—The drug did not keep the 


bacteria from entering the blood 
stream, but it apparently retarded 
their increase in the blood until the 
natural defense forces could over- 
come the germs. 


Two groups of mice were infected 


with the bacteria. One group re- 
ceived no sulfapyridine. The other 
group received varying amounts cf 
it. 
All the untreated mice died 


promptly, and some of the treated 
mice succumbed. In the treated 
group, the number which lived was 
directly proportiona. to the amount 
of the drug administered, Miss Pit 
j 


man said. 


None o* these which received only 


one milligram o£ the drug survived 
the experiment. 
In some experi- 


ments in the series, 100 per cent of 
the mice which were given as ir jch 
ES eight miilicrnms came through 
alive. They apparently were not at 
fscted by coses of the germs 100 
time? greater than the amount or- 
"isariiy needed to kill them.

holding unconstitutional a New 
York law fixing minimum wages 
for women. It was reversed a 
few months later by a decision 
sustaining a similar statute en- 
acted by Washington state. 


The justice asserted that such 


legislation was "repugnant to the 
due process clause of the four- 
teenth amendment" in that it de- 
prived women of the right to con- 
tract. 


He also wrote a dissent to the 


majority opinion holding constitu- 
tional the unemployment insur- 
ance provisions of the social se- 
curity act. He contended that 
"the 
statutory scheme is repug- 


nant to the tenth (state rights) 
amendment." 


"The constitution," he said, 


"grants to the United States no 
power to pay unemployed persons 
or to require the states to enact 
laws or to raise or disburse money 
for the purpose.

Hughes, his voice trembling with 
emotion, announced Butler's death. 


"It is my sad duty," he said, 


"to announce the passing, early 
this morning, of our brother, Mr. 
Justice Pierce Butler. After a long 
and distinguished career at the 
Minnesota bar, lie was appointed 
associate justice of this court and 
took his seat in January, 1923. 
Trained in the exacting school of 
a most active professional prac- 
tice, Pierce Butler brought to this 
court not only his learning in the 
Jaw but a rich store of practical 
experience. His fidelity, his cour- 
age and forsightness, which were 
his 
outstanding characteristics-, 


made him a doughty warrior for 
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President Harding aroused bitter 
opposition. The progressives of 
the northwest attacked him as a 
"reactionary;" the city council of 
Minneapolis adopted a resolution 
criticizing the selection.

He wrote an outspoken dissent

"grants to the United States no 
power to pay unemployed persons 
or to require the states to enact 
laws or to raise or disburse money 
for that purpose."

Government Is Promoting 
Sorghum Breakfast Food 


The department of agriculture is 


promoting a new breakfast food, 
made from grain sorghums. 


The grains, feterita, kafir and mi- 


Jo, are said to compare favorably 
with corn and wheat cereals in taste 
anfl nutritional value. 


Increasing popularity of the new 


cereal is predicted by the depart- 
ment's food experts. The Farm Se- 
curity administration has instructed 
its home demonstration agents to 
introduce it among low-income farm 
families. 


Tests made by the department 


showed the food value of grain sor- 
ghums only slightly below corn and 
wheat. Haw, white corn has 1,758 
calories per pound, while feterita has 
1,736. Wheat has 1,675 per pound. 


"In the'light of these facts, the 


Farm Security administration con- 
siders itself on safe ground in spon- 
soring the grain sorghums as a food, 
though there are many things we 
would like to know," an official 
said. 


The circumstances which prompt- 


ed the FSA to sponsor the new food 
were largely financial. Grain sor- 
ghum is the cheapest source of sev- 
eral food elements. 
If is grown 


extensively in the Southwest. 


The grain sorghums may be used 


as a breadstuff as well as a break- 
fast cereal. When finely ground it 
makes an excellent muffin, the food 
experts said. They have demon- 
strated their qualities in ?cores of 
communities. 


The grain sorghums constitute a 


breadstuff more wholesome and less 
expensive than white flour custo- 
marily used, a FSA report said. The 
!avor is a surprise to people who 
lave considered such grains largely 
as an economy measure.

tion of judgment under which he 
was originally sentenced on Octo- 
ber 24, 1931. 


"Capone began service of a 10- 
year penitentiary sentence for 
evasion of income taxes May 4, 
1932 and completed this portion of 
his sentence on January 19, 1939 
upon which date he began service 
of the sentence of one year for 
failure to file his income tax re- 
turn. 


"With allowances for good be- 


havior and credit-for three days 
spent in jail in October, 1931, 
Capone's sentence expired Novem-

Car Nameplate Collection 


Recalls Industry's Start 


More than 4,000 makes of auto- 


mobiles have appeared on the mar- 
kets of the world since France in- 
troduced the first in 1868. the Smith- 
sonian institution reports. 


The rapid rise of the industry, as 


manufacturers of everything from 
bird cages to guns turned their fac- 
tories into automobile plants, was 
attended by sudden ruin for most of 
them. The course ol the industry 
is reflected in a loan exhibit of the 
institution prepared by Frank Walk- 
er of Pon'uac, Mich. 
Walker is 


making a collection of name plates 
from as many cars as possible. His 
exhibit consists of the plates he 
has collected. 


The French idea of an automobile j 


propelled by an internal combustion j 
engine had spread to Austria. Great j 
Britain and Italy by 1889, with a gen- j 
eral broadening of scope until it 
reached Belgium, Switzerland and 
the United States, where the Indus- j 
try has seen its greatest develop- i 
ment. Two-thirds of {he 300 cars ' 
on the market in 1875 were extinct 
within 25 years, however. Spain's 
first car had a belated appearance 
in 1902. 


A boom came in 1905 and 1906 


when Hungarians, Danes, Russians, 
Swedes. Ausirians and Canadians 
entered the field. Indications point- 
ed to the industry taking its place 
as the great industry of the future, 
causing makers of bicycles, guns, 
sewing machines, telephones and 
typewriters to convert their facto- 
ries into automobile plants.

Guerrilla War Will 


Be Tried by China 


Political, Military 
Affairs 


Undergo 
Unification. 


CHUNGKING. —New regulations 


providing for unification ol the Chi- 
nese command in the war areas 
have been drawn up. Gen. Li Chai- 
sum, deputy chairman of the plen- 
ary session of the war area political 
and party affairs commission, has 
revealed that it was agreed to cen- 
tralize the party's political and mili- 
tary affairs in all the guerrilla 
areas. 


Four branch committees of the 


commission have been established 
in the war and guerrilla areas and 
more are in formation, he said. 


These committees will provide 


close 
co-ordination 
between 
the 


central government authorities and 
the guerrilla areas and also among 
the various guerrilla areas, he con- 
tinued. 


Already the commission has dis- 


patched guerrilla economic units be- 
hind the Japanese lines to destroy 
the enemy's economic structures 
and enterprises. 


The other work ol these units in- 


cludes winning over Japanese re- 
cruited troops, improving Chinese 
civilian armaments, training guer- 
rilla units and expanding the non- 
co-operation movement in the war 
areas as well as non-co-operation 
with the organizations under Japa- 
nese control, according to General 
Li. 


This movement was designed to 


combat "Japan's consolidation" of 
the areas under its control, by which 
means they "hope to finance their 
military campaign by utilizing Chi- 
nese resources," Gen. Li explained. 


He said the committee drew up 


its plans under the direction of Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek, who 
presided at the sessions. 


Th: Japanese plans call for mop- 


ping up the Chinese troops in an 
area and then replacing their own 
garrisons with Chinese recruits un- 
der their control. But "as long as 
there are strong Chinese guerrilla 
units still operating behind the war 
lines and the Chinese people refuse 
to co-operate, the Japanese plans 
cannot be carried out," General Li 
emphasized.

Gallic Smith, northeastern ..repre- 
sentative of the Wheat Flour In- 
stitute of Chicago, who told of 
some of the fine points in cake 
making technique and during her 
talk prepared a quick fruit cake 
and cookies, appropriate to the 
holiday season. 


Mrs. 
Smith first demonstrated 


the quick fruit cake as she dis- 
cussed and illustrated the princi- 
ples of cake making. She showed 
the importance of accurate meas- 
urements and careful techniques 
in insuring a satisfactory product. 
The creaming of fat, the addition 
of sugar, the careful measurement 
of flour and its sifting all went 
toward making a smooth batter 
which when baked produced an 
even grained texture. Mrs. Smith 
explained the difference between 
batters and doughs and how im- 
portant it was to handle all bat- 
ters with a light delicate touch so 
that the gluten would not be de- 
veloped too much. 


Applesauce 
cookies 
were the 


second demonstration and with all 
the 
apples available 
in Ulster 


county this was especially appre- 
ciated. 


The different kinds of flour were 


explained, the hard wheat used for 
bread, tho soft wheat used for 
pastry, and a mixture of the two 
which makes a general purpose 
flour adopted to most baked pro- 
ducts. It was stated that the 
gluten in flours makes the differ- 
ence, too much making a tougher, 
harder product. 


Houseekeepers were advised to 


try out different kinds of flour un- 
til they found the one they could 
use the most successfully. 


In making cake the advice was 


to add flour first and last ; in add- 
ing fruit or nuts do not dredge 
them with flour as this increases 
the flour content, but remove two 
tablespoons of the flour from each 
cup and use that for dredging. A 
perfect cake, she said, has a light,
